Throughout most of the last three dec­ 
ides the nation’s largest farm organ­ 
ization, the American Farm Bureau, 
has opposed further regulation of the 
fa r moi on the grounds such regulation 
has put the farmer in an e\ ei -tighten­ 
ing harness of bureaucracy without 
keeping the rural economy in pace with 
national prosperity. Also, the federation 
points out. mountainous surpluses have 
reached such proportions the United 
States has to give food away to keep it 
from spoiling. 
The American F aim Bureau Federa­ 
tion has not been successful in selling 
the advantages of a free market to 
Congress, so it will try a new approach. 
It is taking its case to the consumer 
and the taxpayer — who pay the cost 
of federal farm programs 
It is the Farm Bureau’s contention 


The C ircleville Herald, Sat. 
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that the majority of farmers them­ 


selves do not want federal controls, but 
it was unable to sway urban congress­ 


men with this ai gument, Even after the 
wheat referendum of 1963, in which the 
wheat growers overwhelmingly voted 
an end to controls, apparently Congress 
remained unconvinced and passed still 
more stringent farm regulations. 


In concentrating future appeals in 
the grass roots, the Farm Bureau hopes 
to convince sufficient numbers of vot­ 
ers of the folly of continuing and ex­ 
panding government interference in ag­ 
riculture. As a result of improved pub­ 
lic relations with the folks at home, the 
bureau figuies congressmen will start 
receiving mail supporting the free mar­ 
ket philosophy from persons in all .sec­ 
tions of the nation, urban as well as 
rural. 
It is a novel approach, to conduct a 
giass roots appeal on the scale which 
will be needed here. There is a large 
degree of uncertainty about the out­ 
come. considei mg the apathy of the 
public to any issue. But it will be re­ 
freshing to witness an appeal to the in­ 
dividual to do his own lobbying instead 
of turning this responsibility over to a 
large pressure group.

Controls Remain 


During the last 30 years the ad m in ­ 
istrations in W ashington have alm ost 
consistently sponsored farm legislation 
designed to in crease farm incom e and 
insure a plentiful supply of products of 
the 
soil. Only Agriculture 
Secretary 
Ezra Taft Benson in recent years m ade 
any attem pt to lift the farm er from fed­ 
eral control and return his products to 
the operations of a free m arket, and 
his efforts had little perm anent su ccess. 
Throughout m ost of the last three d ec­ 
ades the nation's largest farm organ ­ 
ization, the A m erican F arm Bureau, 
has opposed further regulation of the 
farm er on the grounds such regulation 
has put the fa rm er in an ever-tighten­ 
ing 
h arn ess of bureaucracy without 
keeping the rural econom y in pace with 
national prosperity. Also, the federation 
points out, m ountainous surpluses have 
reached such proportions the United 
States h as to give food aw ay to keep it 
from spoiling. 
The A m erican F a rm Bureau F e d e r a ­ 
tion has not been su ccessful in selling 
the a d v a n ta g es of a free m arket to 
C ongress, so it will try a new approach. 
It is taking its c a se to the con su m er 
and the ta xp ayer — who pay the cost 
of federal farm program s. 
It is the F a rm B ureau's contention

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that the m ajority of farm ers th em ­ 


selves do not want federal controls, but 


it w as unable to sw ay urban con g ress­ 


men with this argum ent. E ven after the 


wheat referendum of 1963, in w hich the 
wheat growers- overw h elm ingly voted 
an end to controls, apparently C ongress 
rem ained unconvinced and p assed *^till 
more stringent farm regulations. 


In concentrating future appeals in 
the grass roots, the F a rm Bureau hopes 
to convince sufficient num bers of vot­ 
ers of the folly of continuing and ex­ 
panding governm ent interference in ag­ 
riculture. As a result of im proved pub­ 
lic relations with the folks at hom e, the 
bureau figures co n gressm en will start 
receiving m ail supporting the free m ar­ 
ket philosophy from persons in all s e c ­ 
tions of the nation, urban as w ell as 
rural. 


It is a novel approach, to conduct a 
grass roots appeal on the scale which 
will be needed here. There is a large 
degree of uncertainty about the out­ 
com e, considering Hie apathy of the 
public to any issue. But it will be r e ­ 
freshing to w itn ess an appeal to the in­ 
dividual to do his own lobbying instead 
of turning this responsibility over to a 
large pressure group.

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Tribunal Eyes Apportioning 


Of Ohio's State Senate 


CINCINNATI (A P)—A special 
panel of three judgs is consid­ 
ering w hether—and how—Ohio’s 
system of electing state sena­ 
tors should be changed. 


The judges heard argum ents 
Friday 
from 
attorneys 
repre­ 
senting the state Senate who 
defended the 
present 
system 
and from counsel for Clarence 
Hlosser of Logan who says the 
system is unconstitutional 
The 
case was taken under advise­ 
m ent. 
The General Assembly failed 
to reapportion itself during the 
last session and the court set 
Oct. 15 as the deadline for filing 
plans to bring the districts into 
line with the I*. S. Supreme 
Court a “ one m an. one vote” de­ 
cision. Ohio’s Atty. Gen. Wil 
Ham 
B. Saxbe. who attended 
the court session, said the State 
Apportionm ent Board is work 
ing on a plan but it cannot lie 
subm itted until the court rules 
on Blossoms suit. 
H arry P. Jeffrey of Dayton, 
attorney for Blosser, told the 
judges that 15 of the present 32 
senators 
represent 
either too 
m any people or too few 


"Ideally, each senator should 
represent 303,325 persons,’’ said 
Jeffrey, saying this figure was 
derived from a m athem atical 


formula 
He added that there 
is one senator with 439.347 con­ 
stituents while another senator 
represents only 228.4t>6 people. 
Kenneth Weinberg of Cleve­ 
land. one of the attorneys for 
the Senate, countered that “ the 
only way we could have m athe­ 
m atical equality would be for 
the election of senators at large 
. . . and that would lie the worst 
kind of election because all of 
the senators would come from 
the urban areas."

To Top Television Shows 


COLUMBUS. Ohio ( AIM—The 
lively works of a poet who has 
been dead for nearly 600 years 
are giving today's top television 
shows a battle for ratings at 
Ohio State University. 


The fight for prim e tim e be­ 
gan when the university, arm ed 
with a space-age com puter and 
m agnetic tape. put the works of 
English poet Geoffrey Chaucer 
and other notable w riters in its 
cam pus listening center which 
is designed to brine recorded in­ 
struction to students. 
"W e found that our students 
would prefer to brush up on 
their languages than watch tele- J 
vision,” says Dean of Men John 
T. Bonner. 
The center ls activated by a 
com puter when a student dials it 
from one of 269 telephone sta­ 
tions on cam pus. The com puter 
interprets the dialed num ber, 
plays the recorded selection de 
Sim i, rewinds and cues itself 
for the next call. 
Some selections include Chau­ 
c e r's poetry and assigned oral 
exercises in Chinese. Computer 
lessons are used mostly for lan­ 
guage courses so students can 
get practice in a foreign tongue 
The system also is used in m us­ 
ic appreciation courses.
